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Elba Police make arrest in weekend murder case

A ‘welfare check’ on a 
female subject Sunday eve- 
ning, Jan. 24, turned into a 
murder investigation after 
Elba Police discovered the 
body of Shaquetha Sharaey 
Tyson, age 28, of Elba 
insider her residence at an 
apartment complex. 

Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey said his department 
received a request to do a 

_ welfare check on Tyson 
at her residence of 209 
Adkinson Avenue shortly 
after 7 p.m. Sunday eve- 
ning. He said officers were 
unable to make contact with 
anyone at the residence, and 
they made contact with the 
owner of the property to 
allow entry inside. 

Hussey said the landlord 
for the apartment complex 
provided a key to Tyson’s 
apartment, and after officers 
gained access inside, they 
discovered a body identi- 
fied to be Tyson. He said 
there were obvious signs of 

foul play, and an immediate

investigation began. 

Soon after starting their 
investigation, Chief Hussey 
said officers identified 
James Edward Lee [aka Jet 
Lee], age 49, of Elba as a 
suspect in the homicide of 
Tyson. He said talks with 
neighbors and others led to 


the discovery of Lee as a 
suspect. 

Hussey said information 
received by officers indi- 
cated that Tyson and Lee 
had a ‘live-in relation- 
ship.’ Also, he said Lee had 
spent time previously in the 
Department of Corrections 
Work Release facility in 
Elba. 

A short time after identi- 
fying Lee as the suspect in 
the homicide, Elba Police 
were able to locate him 
reportedly traveling on foot 
on Claxton Avenue. A short 
pursuit ended with officers 
catching and detaining the 
suspect in the front yard of a 
Claxton Avenue residence. 

At that time, Lee was 
taken into custody by 
officers with the Elba 
Police Department and 
Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Department and charged 
with murder, certain per- 
sons forbidden to possess 
a firearm, resisting arrest, 
and attempting to elude 
[no injury]. He remained 
in the Coffee County Jail 
as of press time this week 
with bonds set as follows: 
$1,000,000 for the murder 
charge, $15,000 for the cer- 
tain persons forbidden to 
possess a firearm charge, 
$5,000 for the resisting 
arrest” cHarge, and $500 
for the attempting to elude 
charge. 

Chief Hussey said this 
is an ongoing investigation 
and other charges could be 
pending against Lee as well.

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Elba City Council approves ordinance paving way for fire 


department to charge mitiga

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday night, Jan. 25, 
the council approved an 
ordinance to establish and 
implement a program to 
charge mitigation rates for 
the deployment of emer- 
gency and non-emergency 
services by the fire depart- 
ment for services provided 
for the city. 

This ordinance was first 
presented to the council at 
its last meeting [Jan. 11] 
by Fire Chief Drew Parker 
for consideration to make 
way for the city/fire depart- 
ment to enter into a services 
contract with Fire Recovery 
USA, LLC to allow that 
company to recover costs 
for the fire department. 
[The ordinance can be read 
on Page 5 of today’s paper 
for more information]. 

In opening discussions 
on the ordinance, Mayor 
Tom Maddox noted there 
had been some concerns 
expressed, _ particularly 
involving Section 2 of the 
ordinance. He said ques- 


tion rates for cost recovery

tions had been asked regard- 
ing those individuals that 
do not have insurance and 
whether or not they would 
be billed and expected to 
pay costs directly for the 
services when potentially 
that individual may or may 
not have the funds to per- 
sonally pay such a bill. He 
said in talking with the fire 


chief, the idea behind this _ 


ordinance was not to charge 
individuals without insur- 
ance, and that the provision 
in Section 2 - “In some 
circumstances, the respon- 
sible party(s) will be billed 
directly” was there only for 


special circumstances, such 
as when the department 
repeatedly responds to calls 
and the owner/responsible 
party makes no attempt to 
correct the issues causing 
the department to be repeat- 
edly dispatched to the same 
place. 

The mayor indicated he 
was comfortable with those 
such matters being handled 
at the discretion of the fire 
chief. 

With no further questions 
on the matter, council mem- 


ber Bryan Grimes made a

dipped pretty well too over 
the past two weeks. He said 
it had come down from an 
almost 50 percent positivity 
rate on tests to being some- 
where in the low 20 per- 
cent range as of Monday’s 
report. 

As for hospitalizations, 
Brown again had better 
news to report. He said the 
state had 2,865 people hos- 
pitalized two weeks ago, 
and as of Monday morning, 
there were 2,254 people in 
hospitals. 

Brown said he had 
checked with all local hos- 
pitals earlier Monday morn- 
ing, and no local hospitals 
were in the negative range 
for beds at that time. Before 
this downward trend began, 
he said that was not the 
case, especially for ICU 
beds. 


The only bad report 
Brown had _ regarding 
COVID numbers was the 
number of deaths. He said 
unfortunately the local 
death rate for COVID-19 
patients had been climbing. 

“We've gone up 21 deaths 
[in Coffee County] in the - 
last two weeks,” Brown 
said. “We have 64 total 
since the start of this thing.” 

Brown said the 21 deaths 
over the last two weeks 
account for about 30 per- 
cent of all the total deaths 
caused by the coronavirus 
since it began making citi- 
zens sick last year. 

Brown also had a report 
on COVID-19 vaccines for 
commissioners. 

“We have a lot of people 
that want it, but we don’t 
have the vaccine [to meet 


the demand].” he said.

Among those currently 
eligible to receive the vac- 
cine are citizens age 75 
and older. Brown said it is 
anticipated that somewhere 
around 70 percent of those 
citizens want to get the vac- 
cine. 

As of Monday morning, 
he said 502,950 doses of the 
vaccine had been delivered 
to the state, and 223,887 
doses had made it into arms. 
Brown reminded commis- 
sioners that, based on those 
numbers, about 45 percent 
of the available vaccine 
doses were programmed to 
be the second dose for those 
who had already received 
their first shot. 

“About 16,000 people 
tight now are eligible to 
get the vaccine in Coffee 
County,” Brown - said. 
“About 60,000 doses are 
sent to the state each week, 
and we are about one per- 
cent of the state’s popula- 
tion. So, we get about one 
percent of the 60,000 doses 
each week. If you don’t get 
a lot, you can’t give a lot.” 

Allocation of the vaccine 
are based on population, 
Brown confirmed. He said 
the county has the capa- 
bility to get more out to 
people, but there just isn’t 
enough vaccine coming in 
tight now. 

- He said there is a push 
to get those at the national 
level to send the state its 
full allocations because the 
state has not been getting 
the full allocation thus far. 

“As more vaccines come 
on, hopefully we can get 
more out to the people,” 
Brown said.

Coffee County. Schools superintendent 
reports improved COVID-19 numbers 


Coffee County Schools 
superintendent Kevin Kill- 
ingsworth reported im- 
proved COVID-19 num- 
bers Wednesday of this 
week for his weekly CO- 
VID briefing. 

On Wednesday, Jan. 
20, Killingsworth said the 
school system had 16 new 
COVID-19 cases over the 
past week. He said that is a 
dramatic decrease from the 
34 new cases reported the 
week prior. 

Zion Chapel School had 
seven new student cases 
and two new faculty cases, 
New Brockton Elementary 
School had one student 
and one faculty case, New 
Brockton High School had 
three new student cases, 
and Kinston School had 
two faculty cases. 

“This brings our total 
COVID cases to 135 since 
the start of school on Au- 
gust 10,” Killingsworth 
said. “We still have a large 
number of faculty and stu- 
dents in quarantine.” 

He added that Zion Cha- 
pel School resumed face- 
to-face instruction with 
grades 7-12 on Thursday,

SECTION 1: The Elba Fire Department 
shall initiate mitigation rates for the deliv- 
ery of emergency and non-emergency ser- 
vices by the fire department for personnel, 
supplies and equipment to the scene of 
emergency and non-emergency incidents 
as listed in “EXHIBIT A”. The mitigation 
rates shall be based on actual costs of the 
services and that which is usual, custom- 
tary and reasonable (UCR) as shown in 
“EXHIBIT A”, which may include any 
services, personnel, supplies, and equip- 
ment and with baselines established by 
addendum to this document. 

SECTION 2: A claim shall be filed to the 
responsible party(s) through their insur- 
ance carrier. In some circumstances, the 
responsible party(s) will be billed directly. 
SECTION 3: The fire department’s 
City Council may make rules or regula- 
tions and from time to time may amend, 
revoke, or add rules and regulations, not 
consistent with this Section, as they may 
deem necessary or expedient in respect to 
billing for these mitigation rates or the col- 
lection thereof. ; 
SECTION 4: It is found and determined 
that all formal actions of this City Council 
concerning and relating to the adoption of 
this Ordinance were adopted in open meet- 
ings of this City Council, and that all delib- 
erations of this City Council and any of its 
committees that resulted in such formal 
actions were in accordance with all legal 
requirements, and the Codified Ordinances 
of the City Council. 

SECTION 5: This Ordinance shall take 
effect thirty days (30) from the date of 
adoption as permitted by law.

BASED ON PER HOUR 

The mitigation rates below are average “bill- 
ing levels”, and are typical for the incident 
responses listed, however, when a claim is 
submitted, it may be itemized and based on the 
actual services provided. 

These rates are based on actual costs using 
amortized schedules for apparatus (including 
useful life, equipment, repairs, and mainte- 
nance). Labor rates include an average depart- 
ment’s actual burdened labor costs and not just 
a firefighter’s wage. These include wages, 
retirement, benefits, workers comp, etc. 
MOTOR VEHICLE INCIDENTS 

Level 1 - $506.00 

Provide hazardous materials assessment and 
scene stabilization. This will be the most com- 
mon “billing level”. This occurs almost every 
time the fire department responds to an acci- 
dent/incident. 

Level 2 - $576.00 

Includes Level 1 services as well as clean up 
and material used (sorbents) for hazardous fluid 
clean up and disposal. We will bill at this level 
if the fire department has to clean up any gaso- 
line or other automotive fluids that are spilled as 
a result of the accident/incident. 

Level 3 — CAR FIRE - $704.00 

Provide scene safety, fire suppression, breathing 
air, rescue tools, hand tools, hose, tip use, foam, 
structure protection, and clean up gasoline or 
other automotive fluids that are spilled as a 
result of the accident/incident.

The 
SEC got the $66 million allocation, plus an additional $6 
million for Alabama making the college football playoffs, 
and a total of $8 million for Florida and Georgia making 
it to major bowl games. This money doesn’t include 
conference money from TV contracts, sale of souvenirs 
and clothing, as well as money generated by the schools at 
games. The total financial haul for the conference from the 
football season will probably exceed $100 million, with 
each school splitting the booty equally. Still wonder why 
the SEC was so determined to play the season? 

*** Tt was a year to remember for fans of the Alabama 
Crimson Tide, and one that will also go down in the 
history books with Coach Nick Saban winning his seventh 
national championship. It wasn’t a bad season for Coach

million in a season. Saban’s annual salary at Alabama is 
$9.3 million, and this year he got a bonus for winning the 
SEC, advancing to the playoffs, winning the national title, 
and being named the coach of the year. After the bonuses 
were added, his salary this season came in at a cool $10.05 
million. Saban’s contract runs through 2026, but if for 
some reason the folks up at Tuscaloosa decided to make 
change, his buyout is $36.8 million.
